In  analysing  Tables  A  &  B,  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  were  5  deaths,  all  of  which 
secured  in  peraona  over  65  years  of  age,  this  is  quite  satisfactory,  particularly  eo  when 
1  one  take*  into  consideration  the  severe  winter  experienced.  It  will  be  noticed  that  no 
'’^^wtha  from  Tuberculosis  oc cured,  nor  were  there  any  deaths  in  children. 

*'■  J  DAROffFN  DISTRICT.  This  is  the  largest  district  comprising  the  Parishes  mentioned  above 

and  having  a  population  of  5,5J1.  Total  ^ea  of  the  district  i a  87,562  acres. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  amongst  the  civil  population  wvij  42,  firing  a  death  rate  of 

12.6  per  1,000.  To  arrive  at  this  percentage,  I  have  deducted  t$e  number  of  persona 
living  in  the  Machynlleth  area,  namely  466.  -  this  being  a  rough  estimate.  The  combined 
death  rate  for  the  district  of  Machynlleth  and  Darowen  is  11.6  per  1,000  of  the  population

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In  analysing  the  ahoy©  figure#  it  will  be  noticed  that  the?©  were  6  deaths  in  chidren 
under  one  year  a#  compared  with  4  in  1?24,  2  of  these  deaths  wer©  due  tc  having 
premeture  birth,  the  other  4  to  various  causes.  Namely  Bronchitis  2.  Convulsion#  1. 
and  Encephalitis.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  death  rate  of  93*75  P«r  *#000 
births  which  is  far  too  high  for  a  locality  such  as  this.  This  high  death  rata  makes 
it  highly  desirable  that  I  should  make  a  few  suggestions  on  the  management  and  care 
of  children.  The  first  consideration  in  the  rearing  of  a  child  iss  the  feeding  and  I 
cannot  too  often  repeat  the  principle*  upon  which  this  hould  be  carried  out.  The 
ideal  food  is  beyond  any  doubt  its  mother's  milk  and  it  is  the  duty  of  -svery  healthy 
mother  to  feed  her  child  but  if  the  mother  has  not  sufficient  ailk  or  the  milk  is  of 
poor  quality,  or  again  should  the  health  of  the  mother  be  unsatisfactory  whether  du® 
to  Tuberculosis,  Abscess  of  the  breast  or  other  causes  such  conditions  preclude  the 
child  from  its  mother 3  milk.  Cows  milk  is  the  general  substitute  for  mothers  milk. 

It  is  of  paramount  importance  to  obtain  good  and  a  fresh  supply  of  milk.  All  bcttleu 
teats  must  be  scrupulously  clean.  The  sterlising  of  the  food  is  highly  important  and 
ills  the  germs  present  in  it.  Boiling  the  milk  is  the  simplest  way  of  s^rlisatien. 
The  jugs  etc.  in  which  the  milk  Is  kept  should  always  be  clean  and  care  taken  that 
the  milk  cannot  be  contaminated  from  flies,  dust  or  other  deliteriou#  matters.  The 
child  should  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  and  not  each  time  it  eriss  as  it  quickly 
ruin 8  the  digestion  and  health  of  a  robust  baby.  A  child  should  sleep  in  a  bed  by 
itself  in  a  roo*  where  plenty  of  fresh  air  is  obtainable  and  wear  clothing  suitable 
for  the  seasons  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  a  geat  majority  of  the  deaths  occured  in  people  over  63  years 
of  age  —  out  of  42  deaths,  25  were  of  persons  ever  63.
